AFTER A BOW TO THE HUMAN ACCOMPLISHMENT AND COURAGE DEMONSTRATED

WET Was THE AMERICAN SHOT, COVERED IN MINUTE DETAIL BY REPORTERS

KENNEDY SAID. THE ADMINISTRATION ALSO IS CONSIDERING CAREFULLY ALL 
THE IMPLICATIONS OF A COMPLETE BAN ON TRADE WITH CUBA, HE NOTED 
THAT ONLY FOODS AND MEDICINES NOW ARE EXEMPT. 

KENNEDY ALSO TOLD A QUESTIONER THE UNITED STATES IS NOT NOW TRAIN- 
ING AND IS NOT NOW PLANNING TO TRAIN ANY FORCE OF CUBAN EXILES. 

IN THE DOMESTIC AREA, THE PRESIDENT SPOKE UP FOR THE FINANCING OF 
NATIONAL POLITICAL CAMPAIGNS BY THE NATIONAL GOVERNMENT. HE SAID 
THIS WOULD AVOID DIFFICULTIIES AND EMBARRASSEMENTS SUCH AS SECRETARY
